Recently a parent of an 11 
year-old called a teacher at the 
Upper Grade School and asked, 
"What are you teaching my 
son? He has been begging me to 
buy our house instead of renting 

■ The teacher explained that 
the student had been renting a 
desk in ills social studies class 
and had recently put a down 
payment on it. "He is beginning 
to make mortgage payments . 
and is probably, sensing the. 
pride of ownership," she con- 
tinued. 

Renting his desk? Making 
mortgage payments? Yes. The 
teacher might also have men- 
tioned that students receive 
monthly paychecks, buy health 
insurance, and pay state and 
federal taxes. 

THE TEACHER is Mrs. 
Maureen Musgrove. The activi- 
ties are part of her "micro- 
society" approach to teaching 
6th and 7th grade social studies 
at Antioch Upper Grade School.; 

Mrs. Musgrove knew that her 
students enjoyed'- competitive 
games. It occured to her that 
they might learn easily about 
the concepts of banking, private 
enterprise and free competition 
by experiencing them firsthand 
in a classroom environment. . 
Her initial plans included inex- 
pensive materials, an attractive 
work goal for her, students , and 
a means of mixing economic 
concepts with map skills, tech- 
nology and culture. 

. Materials for the program are ■ 
fairly simple, The State Bank of 
Antioch provided deposit and 
withdrawal slips and savings 
books. The micro-money, is 
paper play money , from a 
commercial educator's kit. 

MRS. MUSGROVE explains 
that technical expertise and the 
profit motive grow gradually 
throughout the year. During the 
first . semester, banking and 
savings and loan techniques are 
taught. Each student is assign- 
ed a job which he must- first 
apply for, stating his qualifica- 
tions. 

The student selects his job 
from a long list which includes 
law officers, janitors, bankers, 
tutors, payroll clerks and paper 
distributors, and covers 25 other 
related positions. 

In payment for his job, he

receives a monthly paycheck in 
micro-money, He must imme- 
diately pay taxes, insurance, 
social security, fines he may 
have incurred for chewing gum 
or being tardy, and. the rent or 
mortage payment on his desk. 
All students must "rent" their 
desks at the beginning of the 
year and all have the option to 
"buy' ■;■:'• them for a one-third 
down payment. Bi-monthly sal- 
ary increases are awarded on 
the basis of effort. 



I DURING THE second semes- 
ter, earlier procedures are 
continued. Then students go on 
to learn the basic concepts of 
free enterprise. They may form 
..their own companies. From' 
their private enterprises they 
have a chance to buy stock, 
make investments and experi- 
: ence liquidation of holdings arid 
.... bankruptcy. 

One student plans to open a 
candy store. She can sell her 
baked goods in the cafeteria for 



the real money it has cost her to 
buy the ingredients. But she will 
also earn some micro-money 
for each sale she makes. She Is 
learning two additional things: 
that she needs to advertise her 
baked goods to other students, 
and that she needs a permit to 
sell these baked, goods. 

BUT WHAT about social 
studies? Would a law officer 
only check for bubble gum and. 
cheating and littering during his 




daily class, and do nothing else? 
No. And here Mrs. Musgrove 
explains how her micro-society 
functions as -a skeleton for the 
6th and 7th grade social studies 
curriculum.

Rocks Offer 
Energy source 

The first comprehensive as- 
sessment of the gepthermal 
resources of the nation' has 
been prepared by the U.S. Geo- 
logical Survey (USGS). The 
report reveals that huge quan- 
tities of heat exist in ''hot 
spots 1 ' in the western states and 
in some parts of the Gulf 
Coast. 

The report shows enormous 
amounts of natural heat are 
contained in rocks beneath the 
surface of all 50 states, but 
only, a small percentage of the 
heat can presently tie tapped. 
More, however, can be made 
available with increases in 
value of the energy and with 
the further 1 development of 
technology. 

According to the USGS, geo- 
thermal resources of the nation, 
which have been identified but 
for which recoverability costs 
vary from present levels to 
more than twice present levels, 
are potentially capable of pro- 
ducing about 42 ,000 megawatt- 
centuries of electricity. 

A megawatt-century is equal 
to the production of one thou- 
sand kilowatts of electricity 
continuously for 1 00 years. A 
production rate of one thou- 
sand megawatts is the approxi- 
mate need of a city of about 
one million people, and is the 
capacity of a large, modem 
nuclear or' fossil-fueled power 
plant or a' Hoover Dam.

An amended policy on re- 
duced price meals has been 
announced by Antioch Grade 
School District 34. 
. In •accordance With public 
law, school officials adopted the 
following family, size-income 
criteria for determining eligi- 
bility under the free and 
reduced price lunch or break- . 
fast program. 

Grass Lake School, District 
36, announced Monday that it is 
following the same policy. 

The first, number in each 
paragraph is the family size, 
followed by the. family income 
for free meals and milk, and 
then the income ' for reduced 
price meals:

12, 12,810, 20,000. 

Each additonal family mem- 
ber, 750, 1,180. 

CHILDREN PROM families 
whose income is at or below the 
level shown are eligible for 
either free meals and free milk, 
or reduced price meals. 

Families not meeting the 



income criteria, but with other 
unusual expenses due to high 
medical expenses, shelter costs, 
in excess of 30 percent of 
income, special education ex- 
penses due to the mental or 
physical condition of a child, 
and disaster or casualty losses 
may also be eligible; ? 

In addition, children whose 
parents or guardians have 
become unemployed are eligi- 
ble for free or reduced price 
meals or free milk, provided 
that the loss of income causes 
the family income, during the 
period of unemployment, to be 
within the eligibility criteria. 

APPLICATION FORMS are 
available at • the , principal's 
office in each school; If you feel 
that you may be eligible, you 
are urged to contact the school. 
The information provided on the 
application is confidential and 
will be used only for the purpose 
of determining eligibility. Ap- 
plications can be submitted at 
any time during the year. 

In certain cases foster chil- 
dren are also eligible for these 
benefits. If a family has foster 
children living with them, and 
wishes to apply for such meals 
and milk for these children, 
they should contact the school.. 

All children are treated the 
same regardless of ability to 
Pay.
